Footballer 
in court 
over night 
out brawl 

A FORMER Walsall Football 
Club star has admitted 
affray after a fracas outside 
a nightspot in which four 
students were injured. 

Striker Troy Deeney was 
involved in a brawl which 
left one victim with a broken 
jaw and another requiring 
20 stitches in his lip. 

Deeney, aged 23, who now 
plays for Championship side 
Watford, admitted the 
charge of affray at Birming¬ 
ham Magistrates Court. 

Prosecutor Marni 

Chimber said CCTV showed 
Deeney kick one of the stu¬ 
dents in the head and then 
punch another. The incident 
occurred near Bliss night¬ 
club in Broad Street, Birm¬ 
ingham, at 2.20am on 
February 29. 

Brother 

Deeney, of Keeper’s Gate, 
Chelmsley Wood, was co¬ 
accused with three others, 
including his younger 
brother Ellis. All pleaded 
guilty to a charge of affray 
but the professional foot¬ 
baller was the only one to 
accept the prosecution’s 
version of events. The other 
three entered a guilty plea 
based on conflicting evi¬ 
dence which could lead to 
another hearing. 

Magistrates committed 
the case to Birmingham 
Crown Court for sentencing 
on June 12. 

Others charged in connec¬ 
tion with the affray were 
Oliver Brennan, aged 20, of 
Hazel Croft, Chelmsley 
Wood; 26-year-old, Marc 
Williams of Stonebridge 
Crescent, Kingshurst, and 
Ellis Deeney, 21, of Poplar 
Avenue, Chelmsely Wood. 
They were granted condi¬ 
tional bail. 

Cannabis seized 
in raid on house 

A CANNABIS factory worth 
£11,000 has been found after 
police raided a house in 
Walsall. 

Around 40 cannabis 
plants were found in the loft 
of a property in Pleck Road, 
Walsall, on Friday along 
with lamps and other equip¬ 
ment. A 41-year-old man 
was arrested at the house. 


Ten mile tailbacks after scrap spilled on M6 



Overturned truck and spilled scrap on the M6 


HUGE tailbacks built up on the M6 at 
Walsall during a 20-hour operation to 
remove scrap metal which had spilled 
onto the carriageway after a lorry 
overturned on a road bridge above. 

Motorists were stuck in 10-mile queues 
for up to two and a half hours on Monday, 
with traffic backed up from junction 10 at 
Walsall to Spaghetti Junction. 

A 200-yard stretch of the inside lane on 
the M6 remained closed overnight but the 
motorway was fully reopened on Tuesday. 

Congestion also affected the M5, with a 


three-mile tailback to West Bromwich as 
drivers queued to get onto the M6. 

Queues formed on the A454 Wolver¬ 
hampton Road through The Keyway and 
beyond the Lunt island and, in the oppo¬ 
site direction, along the Black Country 
Route into Bilston and Dudley. 

Routes 

There was also some congestion on 
Wolverhampton Road West to Willenhall 
and Bentley and on B roads as drivers 
sought alternative routes. 

For nine hours after the incident hap¬ 


pened at 9.42am Monday only one lane 
was open between junction nine at 
Wednesbury and junction 10 where traffic 
heading north was forced to exit before 
rejoining the motorway. The lorry was 
taken away just before 5pm after traffic 
officers had removed the remaining load 
and the vehicle was put upright. 

Afterwards, an emergency highways 
crew from Walsall Council moved in to 
repair the damaged barrier, pavement and 
road. 

The lorry is not thought to have caused 
substantial damage. 


FLY IIP MENACE - 
ONLY FIVE CAUGHT 


ONLY five offenders have been prosecuted for fly-tipping 
in Walsall over the past three years, despite more than half 
a million pounds being spent on cleaning up the mess they 
make, new figures have revealed. 

Clean-up teams have been called to more than 5,500 incidents of fly- 
tipping over the three years at a cost to the borough of £500,536. 


Blakenall Councillor Pete Smith 
described sites where homes had been torn 
down several years ago, on the Poets Estate 
in Harden and former Goscote Estate, as 
“fly-tippers paradises”. 

He said a firmer approach was needed to 
crack down on illegal rubbish dumping and 
a special committee should be set up to 
monitor and manage borough sites that are 
yet to be regenerated. 

Cameras 

He said: "We are still waiting for develop¬ 
ment on those sites. 

“We could do with cameras in these areas. 

“We could do with a stronger approach to 
flytippers." 

“We have empty spaces of lands that are 
becoming fly-tippers paradises." 

Despite £181,542 being shelled out in the 
last financial year, just three people were 
prosecuted and £1,678 in compensation was 
paid to the authority. 

There were 1,995 recorded instances of 
fly-tippingin 2011 to 2012, rising from 1,940 
incidents in the previous financial year 
when a total of £165,814 was paid out to 
clean-up the mess left by those illegally 
dumping rubbish. 

Figures show that just one person was 
prosecuted for fly-tipping in 2010 to 2011

and only £375 was clawed back in compen¬ 
sation. 

In the previous year, it cost £153,180 for 
environmental bosses to remove dumped 
rubbish and a total of 1,588 instances of fly¬ 
tipping were recorded. There was only one 
prosecution in that year again, and £640 was 
collected in compensation. 

The council says cameras had recently 
been bought and can be installed at hotspots 
to keep an eye on the situation. Hidden 
cameras have already been installed at some 
sites in a bid to tackle the problem. 

Regular hotspots have included Goscote 
Lodge Crescent in Goscote; Shakespeare 
Crescent, in Harden; Chaucer Road, in 
Bloxwich; and Reaymer Close, in Leamore. 

Walsall Council spokeswoman Ruth Allen 
said: “The council investigates complaints 
of fly-tipping and is targeting fly-tipping hot 
spots and takes enforcement action when¬ 
ever possible. 

“In order to improve intelligence, the 
council has recently purchased trail 
cameras which can be rapidly installed at 
hot spots, which enable the surveillance of 
troublesome sites.”

Life ban 
threat to 
dodgy 
traders 

TRADERS selling counter¬ 
feit items on Walsall 
markets are being given life¬ 
time bans in a crackdown on 
fake goods. 

More than a dozen traders 
have been barred from stalls 
in the borough after being 
caught with counterfeit 
items on their pitches. 

Market bosses have vowed 
to tackle the problem on 
both council-owned and pri¬ 
vately operated markets in 
the town centre and dis¬ 
tricts. 

At the Sunday Bescot 
Market, 10 traders have 
been banned within the last 
four years for selling fake 
goods. 

There have been four 
cases on council-owned 
pitches in the last five years. 

Checks 

Almost £5,000 worth of 
fakes including designer 
underwear have been seized 
on council-run markets 
recently. Offenders risk 
being brought before the 
courts and getting a ban as 
checks are stepped up. 

Jamie Morris, Walsall 
Council executive director, 
said: “Walsall Council offi¬ 
cers can ban traders from a 
council market. When a 
market is run by a private 
operator the decision to bar 
stallholders is taken by 
them.” 

woman dies 
in collision 

A 78-YEAR-OLD woman 
died following a collision 
between two cars in Walsall 
town centre on Saturday. 

The pensioner, who had 
been driving a blue Peugeot 
107, was rushed to Walsall 
Manor Hospital. An air 
ambulance was called to the 
scene but was not needed. 

It is believed that the 
woman’s car hit a stationary 
Audi Quattro in Wedge 
Street. 

Emergency services, 
including police, an ambu¬ 
lance and rapid response 
vehicle, were called to the 
scene at 4.27pm on Satur¬ 
day. 
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Foundation stone laid for new temple

AN HISTORIC day was hailed as 
the first stone of a new temple in 
Darlaston was laid. A ceremony was 
held to mark the symbolic start of 
works to build a £1 million Shri 
Guru Ravidass Temple, replacing its 
demolished predecessor. 

Around 300 people gathered to 
see the building project get under 
way, including Labour MP for Wal¬ 
sall South Valerie Vaz. 

Project leader Ram Mehmi said 


the Pinfold Street temple would be 
open before the end of 2013, with 
the redevelopment scheduled to last 
18 months. 

The 63-year-old, who is president 
of the Shri Guru Ravidass Cultural 
Association which is behind the 
work, said: “This is an historic day 
for the Ravidassia community in 
Darlaston and in the UK. 

“We are delighted the foundation 
stone has been laid.” He added: 


“The facility will mean a lot to the 
community - it has great sentimen¬ 
tal value for the public who come 
and pray here. It will also change 
Darlaston drastically.” 

Mr Mehmi said he was grateful to 
Rev John Barnett, vicar at All 
Saints’ Church, Walsall Road. 

The church is being used by the 
Ravidassia congregation for its reli¬ 
gious services while the redevelop¬ 
ment work is taking place. 


Recession hits £400m 

Gigaport hi-tech plans 


PLANS for the £400 million Gigaport office 
corridor in Walsall town centre have been 
changed amid concerns over costs. Council 
chiefs say they have had to reconsider their 
approach in the wake of the global recession. 

But they insist the Giga¬ 
port scheme will go ahead 
despite plans for a data cen¬ 
tre where IT firms would be 
based being scrapped. 

The Walsall Housing 
Group has already opened a 
£6.5m headquarters in the 
office corridor, which will 
run alongside the ring road 
in Littleton Street. 

The scheme, which will 
have other offices, a hotel 
and leisure facilities, has 
already hit delays. 

Tim Johnson, executive 
director for regeneration 
services, said “Central to 
the project, supported by 
Advantage West Midlands 
funding, was fibre connec¬ 
tivity and a fully operational 
data centre. 

“This masterplan 

approach received planning 
consent in 2008. 

Consent 

“However, with the global 
recession and the squeeze on 
public sector finances which 
culminated in the demise of 
AWM, we have had to recon¬ 
sider this approach.” 

He said the council was 
now pursuing more stategies 
to come up with opportuni¬ 
ties for land it owns. 

Some sites along the 
planned corridor have been 
boarded up and marketed. 

“The timescale for master 
planning consent has been 
extended to reflect changing 
economic conditions and the 
difficulty which surrounds 
delivery while such sites are 
on the market,” Mr Johnson 
added. 

“With this in mind it is 
unlikely the data centre ele¬ 
ment of the Gigaport project 
will be delivered because 
such operations are land 
hungry and could be located 
in cheaper locations.” 


Petition bid 
for Sunday 
opening of 
art gallery 

RESIDENTS across Walsall 
can continue to support the 
reopening of the £21 million 
New Art Gallery on a Sun¬ 
day through a petition. 

It has been launched by 
Walsall South MP Valerie 
Vaz in a bid to reopen across 
the weekend and bank holi¬ 
day Mondays. 

Walsall Council has been 
looking at the situation in a 
bid to boost efforts to hold 
the Turner Prize there.

Future 

Sunday openings were 
axed last year under budget 
cuts and would cost the 
cash-strapped council up to

could be covered via a busi¬ 
ness rates rebate. 

A council working group 
was set up to look at the 
future of the building. 

Its suggestions went 
before members of the com¬ 
munity services scrutiny 
panel who gave their sup¬ 
port. 

Any final decision will 
need to be made by the main 
Cabinet.

“This is on top of the 
household items that have 
caused problems. 

“We have sent letters to 
customers in the area 
appealing for them to look 
after their sewers so they 
don’t suffer the sewage 
flooding or cost themselves 
any expenses.”

Family feud

Imran Hussain, of Walsall 
Road, inflicted 11 separate 
injuries on Mohammed 
Omran, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard last 
week. 

It was told that Hussain 
first rained blows on Mr 
Omran as he sat in his car in 
Walsall, striking him on the 
arm, shoulder and leg. 

When Mr Omran was able 
to get out of his vehicle, he 
took the iron bar from Hus¬ 
sain after a short struggle. 
Hussain admitted assault 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Miss Laura Culley, defend¬ 
ing, said there was a history 
of ill will between the fami¬ 
lies. 


Toy gun threats mother is sent to prison

A MOTHER who used a toy sub machine 
gun to threaten staff when they refused to 
let her into a Walsall refuge has been jailed 
for 18 months. 

Elaine Ward had bought the toy gun for 
her 16-year-old son’s birthday. 

After being refused entry to the women’s 
refuge, the 39-year-old pulled the realistic 
Heckler and Koch MP5 from a carrier bag 
and warned: “If you do not open the door I 
am going to shoot you and everybody else 
inside,” Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. The mother-of-three had been 


ordered to leave the refuge after a row with 
a member of staff the day before the drama 
on August 27, Miss Rhiannon Jones, prose¬ 
cuting, said 

“She rang the front door buzzer but was 
recognised on the CCTV monitor and 
ignored in the hope that she would go 
away,” she said. 

“When that did not happen a member of 
staff went to a side door and told the defen¬ 
dant she could only come in if accompanied 
by the police. 

“That was when she produced the imita¬ 


tion gun that a firearm expert later said was 
a very realistic copy of the real thing.” 

Staff called police and Ward was arrested. 
She claimed to have returned to collect her 
clothes and wrap the present for her son 
that had allegedly been bought from Bescot 
market, the court was told. 

Drinking 

Miss Frances Ibekwe, defendning, said 
Ward had been staying at the refuge for two 
months. 

“She had been drinking and had returned 


to get some belongings. She admits saying 
the words but in no way was she pointing 
the gun at anybody,” Miss Ibekwe said. 

Ward, from Scarborough Road, Alumwell, 
who admitted possessing an imitation 
firearm that could cause fear of violence, 
had previous convictions for arson, handling 
stolen goods and possession of a meat 
cleaver. 

Judge John Warner said: “The gun is a 
very realistic looking item and the female 
member of staff who saw it was obviously 
very frightened.” 


Judge blocks move to get 
45ft phone mast removed 


A CONTROVERSIAL mobile phone mast is to remain in Pheasey after 
council chiefs were thwarted in a High Court bid to get it pulled down. 
A judge has ruled there should be no judicial review over the 45ft 
mast. 


Senior doctor 
to appeal over 
his dismissal 

A DOCTOR who raised concerns about Walsall 
Manor Hospital, including a case where a baby 
was sent home and later died, is to appeal after 
losing his claim for unfair dismissal. 

Dr David Drew worked as a senior paediatric 
consultant for Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
until sacked in December, 2010. He then found 
himself at the centre of an employment tribu¬ 
nal, claiming he had been religiously discrimi¬ 
nated against. It was revealed during the 
hearings in Birmingham that the 64-year-old 
practising Christian emailed a prayer to col¬ 
leagues and was later told to “refrain from 
using religious references” in his work. 

Judge David Kearsley ruled that if complaints 
were made about Muslim or Hindu doctors 
quoting from holy texts, they too would be 
asked to refrain. The judge said there was no 
need to make religious references if they were 
considered inappropriate or hindered commu¬ 
nication. 

It was revealed that Dr Drew, who had 
worked at the Manor since 1993, had raised con¬ 
cerns over a case where a baby was sent home 
and later died, also concerns on bullying and 
understaffed wards. Serious criticisms in the 
paediatric department were outlined by an inde¬ 
pendent review in 2010, which was sparked by 
Dr Drew. He was dismissed for gross miscon¬ 
duct and insubordination for failing to accept 
review instructions and disclosing confidential 
information. 

Speaking at the tribunal, Walsall Manor’s ex¬ 
chief executive Sue James said she had come to 
the “end of her tether” after he failed to accept 
the report and move forward. 

Dr Drew, of Anchorage Road, Sutton Cold¬ 
field, said: “This is a matter of freedom of 
speech and religious expression. I’m prepared 
to go as far as it takes to gets this judgment 
quashed.” 


Walsall Council launched legal 
action after saying Vodafone went 
ahead with the work despite chiefs 
throwing out the proposals. 

It was put up last July and the coun¬ 
cil sought to take enforcement action 
with more than 350 people signing a 
petition in support of the authority’s 
move. 

The council said the decision to 
refuse planning permission for the 
mast, at the junction of Waverley 
Avenue and Beacon Road, was also sent 
to bosses at Vodafone 11 days before 
the 56-day deadline for a planning deci¬ 
sion. 

The council added that the decision 
was posted on its website. 

This was denied by the phone opera¬ 
tor who said they had not received the 
notice of refusal and gone ahead under 
‘permitted development’. 

This is a technical term used for deci¬ 
sions that do not require the council’s 
consent or have not been dealt with by 
the local authority within the 56 days. 

Coverage 

A planning inspector did not permit 
the council to remove the mast and, as 
a result, High Court action was pur¬ 
sued. 

But Mr Justice Eder last week 
refused permission to appeal the case 
further insisting the challenge was 
“flawed and unarguable”. 

After the decision Rob Matthews, 
spokesman for Vodafone, said there 
was a need to boost 3G coverage to cus¬ 
tomers in Pheasey. 

“We are pleased that the High Court 
has refused permission for a judicial 
review of the decision from the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate, which agreed that 
the enforcement notice served by Wal¬ 
sall Council last year was not valid, as 
a lawful planning consent exists for the 
development,” he said. 

Stuart Portman, Walsall Council’s 
head of law, said: “We are disappointed 
with the verdict and await the judge’s 
detailed conclusions which we will 
study to examine grounds for appeal.”

It is believed that the lat¬ 
est £400,000 investment will 
amount to about 13 to 15 
nurses. 

However, forecasts for the 
new financial year suggest 
around 57 jobs will go from 
across the trust, which 
employs around 3,500 peo¬ 
ple. 

Bosses said most will be 
through the removal of vac¬ 
ant posts, natural wastage 
and service reconfiguration. 

But they conceded there 
may be some compulsory 
redundancies. 

Sue Bateman, director of 
human resources, said: 
“There may be redundancies 
but anticipate that these will 
be minimal. 

“They would be, I suspect, 
less than double figures.”

Soldier rapist has ruined my life - girl, 15

A SCHOOLGIRL raped on Christ¬ 
mas Day by a Walsall soldier who 
had recently returned from 
Afghanistan has told how her life 
has become a living nightmare. 

Private Luke Sargent, aged 21, 
pounced as the victim walked her 
dog in Walsall, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard last week. 

Sargent, who was jailed for six 
year, had returned from the front 
line two months before the attack. 

He threatened to kill the terrified 
teenager. In a statement read to 
Private Luke Sargent court the 15-year-old victim said: 






“This has turned my life upside 
down. Not a day goes by when I do 
not think about it. 

“I suffer from anxiety and night¬ 
mares. I phone my mum or boy¬ 
friend when I hear someone behind 
me in the street. I used to be bubbly 
and outgoing but I have lost all my 
confidence. Luke Sargent has ruined 
my life and taken away my child¬ 
hood.” 

Her mother added: “He has taken 
away my little girl. I suffer flash¬ 
backs when I hear her crying. I 
know that every Christmas Day will 


never be the same for my daughter 
or my family. It sticks in my mind 
that she had told him she was only 
15.” 

Sargent, of Winter ley Lane, Rush- 
all, had served with the 3rd Battal¬ 
ion of The Mercian Regiment and 
was on leave. He had fired 26 times 
at the enemy during six months on 
the front line of Afghanistan and 
had helped to treat four wounded 
comrades during the fighting before 
returning home last October. 

The court heard Sargent offered 
to pay the victim, a complete 


stranger to him, £500 “for a good 
time” as they passed in the street at 
5.15pm on Christmas evening. 

Sarah Buckingham, prosecuting, 
said the girl ignored the comment 
and pretended to phone her 
boyfriend. The infantryman, who 
had been drinking, grabbed the 
mobile from her before pushing her 
to the ground and putting his hands 
around her throat. 

Mr Richard Davenport, defend¬ 
ing, said: “We will never know 
whether his experiences in Afghan¬ 
istan led him down this route.”

A FATHER has spoken of the terrifying 
moment a dog attacked his daughter on the 
driveway of their Walsall home. Simon Hryho¬ 
ruk said he thought the dog was about to kill 
nine-year-old Amy. ■ By Catherine Dalton 


He was left with serious 
injuries after he was mauled 
by the dog as he wrestled it 
away from her. 

Mr Hryhoruk was taken 
to hospital following the 
attack by a Japanese Akita- 
type dog in Lichfield Road, 
Rushall. 

The 35-year-old said the 
dog attacked Amy, leaving 
her with bite marks to the 
back of her head. 

The pair had just returned 
home after playing mini golf 
at Star City when the dog 
appeared behind them and 
charged towards Amy, 
knocking her over. 

Tackled 

The brave web designer 
sprang into action to pull the 
dog away from her but suf¬ 
fered serious injuries which 
have required three opera¬ 
tions. 

Mr Hryhoruk recalled the 
moment he saw that the dog 
had Amy’s head in his 
mouth at around 5.30pm on 
Saturday, May 5. 

“I thought the dog was 
about to kill her,” he said. 

“I tackled the dog and 
tried to pin the dog to the 
ground but without a collar 


and with it taking bites out 
of my arms and hands it was 
very difficult. 

“The dog seemed very 
determined to get around 
me and back at Amy. ” 

Mr Hryhoruk managed to 
drag the dog away for a short 
while but it launched a 
second attack on him. 

“As I lay on my back, I 
could see by the frenzied 
look in the dog’s eyes that it 
meant to kill me,” he said. 

“I am not sure where I 
found the strength to fight 
the dog but I was deter¬ 
mined that it would not get 
at Amy. 

“The recurring terror I 
keep having is what would 
have happened had I not 
been there.” 

A quick-thinking neigh¬ 
bour also rushed to help pull 
the dog away using a lead. 

Rushall JMI pupil Amy 
received stitched to the head 
and is said to have been left 
traumatised by the experi¬ 
ence. 

West Midlands Police said 
the dog had been taken to 
police dog kennels. 

Witnesses are asked to call 
police on 101.

MORE than 20 homes have been 
targeted by thieves stealing tele¬ 
phone and internet cables in 
overnight raids in the borough. 

Darlaston and Bentley have been the 
main areas - with 17 incidents reported 
since the start of the month. 

The latest raids were in Willenhall when 
three homes were targeted in Aberford 
Close overnight last week. 

Police say they have stepped up patrols in 
all three areas and warned residents and 
scrap metal merchants to be extra vigilant. 

Manu Singh, aged 28, said he thought it 
was an internal problem with his internet 
until the police arrived the following morn¬ 
ing. The factory worker said: “I couldn’t 
connect for around four or five hours. 

“I work nights and thought it was a prob¬ 
lem with my router, I only found out what 
had happened when the police came around 
in the morning.” 

Sergeant Jackie Nicholson, from Willen¬ 
hall police station, said a mixture of inter¬ 
net and phone cabling was being cut 
through but only small amounts was taken. 

She said: “Police are committing extra 
resources overnight and are targetting 
patrols in those areas affected. Officers have 
been talking to scrap metal traders to make 
them extra vigilant. There are three or four 
metres of cable being taken at a time, to the 
value of about 50p. It is not worth much.” 

She said the thefts were causing a sub¬ 
stantial cost to residents to get the line 
repaired by phone and broadband providers. 

Sgt Nicholson added it was difficult to say 
if these were linked and asked anyone who 
notices anything suspicious to call 101.

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Builder Mel back 
to rebuild school

WORK is forging ahead on a £27 
million secondary school in Dar¬ 
laston and a former pupil is 
among the 250-strong construc¬ 
tion crew. 

Mel Shaw, aged 42, is one of the workmen 
helping to build the new Grace Academy 
Darlaston. The father-of-one, who lives in 
Darlaston, used to attend Darlaston Com¬ 
munity Science College, which became 
Grace Academy in 2009. 

Mr Shaw said working at the site had 
brought back memories. “It is strange being 
so close to my old school again,” said the 
worker. “At the moment, the old school looks 
very similar to how it did when I was here 
before I left in 1985. There’s a few extra 
additions. There used to be a pond back in 


my day, which quite a lot of people ended up 
in. The school will be very impressive when 
it’s finished though.” 

The Herberts Park Road school is being 
completely rebuilt, creating extra class¬ 
rooms and new sports facilities. 

Completion 

Work is now in the 28th week with the 
first phase due for completion in July 2013. 
Around 250 workers from Kier Moss are 
working on the project, with as many as 80 
on site at any one time. 

Bosses said work is progressing well and 
the foundations and storage have been laid. 
Over the coming weeks, passers by will see 
the shape of the new buildings starting to 
emerge from the ground. Current pupils 
have been given tours of the site to keep 
them up to date with the progress.

ARSONISTS setting alight bin 
bags and fly-tipping at a Willen- 
hall shopping precinct are prob¬ 
lems which shopkeepers and 
residents hope will remain in the 
past now a garage has been con¬ 
verted into a bin store. 

The secure bin store was created by 
Walsall Housing Group. It will be used by 
tenants living above shops in The Square, 
New Invention. 

Last year, there was a spate of deliberate 
blazes after arsonists targeted bin bags at 
the rear of the shopping precinct - in one 
instance blocking a fire escape. 

Shopkeepers also spoke out in anger 
about fly-tipping, saying the constant 
rubbish was infuriating and made the area 
look messy. 

Security 

They claimed the problem was caused by 
people living in nearby Walsall Housing 
Group accommodation whose bins were 
behind a broken security gate. 

Tenants have now been given their own 
keys to the new bin storee. 

Willenhall North Councillor Ian Shires 
said: “The issues were going on for over 12 
months. 

“They didn’t have any bins because the 
gate to their old bin store was vandalised 
and they ended up using black plastic bags. 

“Now one of the garages has been turned 
into a bin store, we should hopefully see the 
end of those issues.”

Families in Walsall have been warned they 
face court action if they allow their dog to 
bark continuously. One pet owner brought 
before the courts was ordered to pay over 
£1,000. Council chiefs say a failure to stop 
incessant barking is a nuisance.

The Future Is In The 
History - Steve Jenkins 
(Anchor, paperback, £25) 

A PASSION for soul 
and pop music took 
Steve Jenkins from 
Walsall to California 
and the top of the 
music business. 

He helped create hits for 
acts ranging from Kylie 
Minogue to The Stone Roses, 
helped get Britney Spears a 
record deal and counts soul 
singer Billy Ocean and pro¬ 
ducer Peter Waterman among 
his closest friends. He has had 
a hand in an incredible 260 
platinum, gold or silver discs. 

And it all began at a coffee 
bar in Walsall town centre in 
the 1960s when he became 
betwitched by the sound of 
Tamla Motown. 

His school days at Joseph 
Leckie were a disaster, partly 
due to home problems caused 
by his parents’ ill health, and 
he wasn’t satisfied selling 
cars in Birmingham. So he 
became a DJ on the Midlands 
soul scene, then got a job as a 
record plugger promoting 
new releases, and his rise to 
the very top of the business at 
Jive Records was well under 
way by the 1980s. 

His autobiography is full to 
the brim with anecdotes 
about famous performers but 
a local audience will also 
enjoy the nostalgia of his 
memories of Walsall in the 
swinging 1960s and his life¬ 
long devotion to Walsall Foot¬ 
ball Club.

The Filter Bubble - 
Eli Pariser (Penguin, 
paperback, £9.99) 

Have you noticed how in 
recent years search engines 
such as Google and portals 
like Facebook seem to think 
they know you. That they 
make assumptions on your 
tastes and interests. 

This is due to the ongoing 
personalisaton of the inter¬ 
net experience, a new phe¬ 
nomena that worries online 
campaigner Eli Pariser. 

Websites use cookies and 
algorithms to track online 
habits so they can sell 
adverts targetted at those 
likely to buy the product. 


Information is currency 
on the net and these faceless 
cyber monoliths are getting 
a lot of information about 
you. Meanwhile, they are 
now filtering what informa¬ 
tion reaches you, Pariser’s 
so-called Filter Bubble. 

If you like Lady Gaga, it’s 
great to get the latest news 
on Lady Gaga. But what if 
your internet habits suggest 
you have a certain political 
viewpoint and then the only 
news and comment you 
receive reflects that political 
stance? 

The filter takes away the 
opportunity to be chal¬ 
lenged, surprised, to dis¬ 
cover something new. As 


Pariser puts it: “indoctri¬ 
nating us with our own 
ideas.” His book will help 
you look at the internet in 
a new light. 

Story Of A Secret 
State - Jan Karski 
(Penguin, paperback, 
£9.99) 

First published during 
the Second World War, this 
book reveals that the Allies 
were informed at the 
highest level about 
Hitler’s industrialised 
mass murder of Europe’s 
Jews before the liberation 
of the camps. But this eye¬ 
witness account was dis¬ 
missed. 

Patriotic Pole Karski 
was almost ridiculously 
brave. He survived impris¬ 
onment by the Russians 
and the Germans. He 
became a courier in the 
Polish Underground trav¬ 
elling between Nazi and 
Soviet zones, across 
Europe to France and back 
to occupied Poland, even to 
the heart of Nazi Germany. 

He was captured, tor¬ 
tured and more than once 
escaped the Gestapo. In his 
most audacious mission he 
smuggled himself inside a 
concentration camp 
dressed as a guard and wit¬ 
nessed the horrors. 

Some of his views may 
seem old fashioned now 
but his account of his work 
in the resistence is aston¬ 
ishing. 

It is required reading for 
anyone interested in the 
Second World War.

A TOWER block on the Wal¬ 
sall skyline is to undergo a 
£3 million multi-coloured 
revamp. 

Austin House, The Butts, will be 
transformed and brought up to date. 

It will even boast chameleon 
boards on its side. These are solar 
panels which change colour depend¬ 
ing on the time of the day and the 
sunlight. 

Bosses at Walsall Housing Group, 
which is behind the transformation, 
said they want to make a statement 
through design. 

The housing association is working 
in partnership with British Gas on 
the project. 

Cliff Horrocks, WHG director of 
asset management, said: “We’ve 
seized this opportunity to do some¬ 
thing significant with Austin House. 

“As well as investing in a raft of 
energy efficiency improvements, 
we’re making a statement through 
design. 

“Once finished, it will be some¬ 
thing to behold.” 

Work is poised to start on site later 


this month after consultation with 
residents. 

It is due to be completed by the end 
of the year. 

Walsall Housing Group is currently 
asking for permission to store cabins 
and vehicles on a patch of land in 
Teddesley Street while the work is 
done. 

Renovation work will take place 
inside and outside of Austin House. 
Around 248 colour-changing panels 
will be fixed to the south-facing wall 
to harness solar power. 

Balcony 

Night lights will also be fitted and 
new balcony panels and balustrades 
will help bring the Upper Forster 
Street building up to date. 

Landscaping, redecoration and roof 
replacement will also take place. 

Austin House stands close to 100 
Hatherton Street, Walsall Housing 
Group’s new £6.5 million headquar¬ 
ters. 

It is among the first buildings to be 
created in the Walsall Gigaport - a 
£400 million office and leisure corri¬ 
dor at the heart of the town centre.

Shake-up 
at housing 
group hits 
workforce 


JOBS have been hit as part of a shake-up at 
Walsall Housing Group. Bosses said they are 
reshaping their organisational development 
team and are in consultation with workers 
and unions. ■ By Catherine Dalton 

Three staff have already ■_.___ 


left the housing group, 
which looks after more than 
19,000 homes in Walsall, 
through voluntary redun¬ 
dancy and early retirement. 

But bosses insist a very 
small number of the work¬ 
force is affected and while 
one worker has been rede¬ 
ployed, new roles are being 
sought for two others. 

The group is also planning 
to take on more staff in the 
next financial year. 

Jane Preece, director of 
organisational develop¬ 
ment, said: “Ahead of that 
period of growth, we are 
reshaping our organisa¬ 
tional development team, in 
close consultation with the 
unions who represent our 
colleagues. 

“We are currently in a 
period of consultation with 
the small number of col¬ 
leagues affected as we hear 
their views and consider the 
most effective ways of deliv¬ 
ering our services. 

“When a role is identified 


as being potentially at risk of 
redundancy, we first seek 
any volunteers and three 
colleagues left last month on 
the grounds of voluntary 
redundancy/early retire¬ 
ment. 

“We have been successful 
in redeploying another col¬ 
league internally and are 
working closely with our 
unions to identify any 
further suitable roles within 
WHG for two other col¬ 
leagues.” 

She added that redundan¬ 
cies are always a last resort. 

Walsall Housing Group 
was formed in 2003 as a 
result of a stock transfer 
from Walsall Council. 

In the past eight years, it 
has invested more than 
£350million in its homes, for 
around 40,000 people. 

Hundreds of staff from 
Walsall Housing Group 
recently moved into the 
organisation’s new £6.5m 
headquarters, which stands 
on the town’s ring road.

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Neighbour foiled 
£4k metal theft 


TWO metal thieves raided a storage building in Walsall and stole fuel- 
injection pumps worth £4,000 belonging to a self-employed business¬ 
man, a court heard. Nigel Arrowsmith and Paul Melia, both of Walsall, 
stole the stash from a building in Corporation Street last month. 


The pair loaded their haul into the back 
of a van but were caught by police after a 
neighbour, and the businessman’s brother, 
noted down the van’s registration plate as 
they drove away, Walsall Magistrates Court 
was told. 

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, prosecuting, 
said the building was being used as a store 
by Nassar Gilani, who runs a business buy¬ 
ing diesel fuel-injection pumps from compa¬ 
nies to recondition them for resale. 

The men, one of which was carrying a 
wheelbarrow, were spotted by Mr Gilani’s 
brother who lives next door, Mr Corden- 
Bowen said. 

They were seen carrying something so Mr 
Gilani’s brother, Abdullah, made a note of 
the vehicle’s registration plate and called 
police. 

Stopped 

The driver, Melia, 26, of Darwin Road, 
and passenger Arrowsmith, 31, of Cotterell 
Court, Butts Road, were stopped by officers 
nearby. “In the back of the van were £4,000 
worth of the diesel pumps,” Mr Corden- 
Bowen said. 

He said when they were interviewed by 
police, Arrowsmith said he had been looking 
for scrap metal and Melia said he had 
bought the items from an unknown man. 

Both pleaded guilty to the theft which 
occurred on April 8 when they appeared at 
court last week. 

Melia was given a six-month community 
order, with a supervision requirement, and 
ordered to pay £85 costs. He was also 
banned from driving for six months. 

Arrowsmith was given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order and told to do 120 hours 
unpaid work.

The life and rhymes of 
passionate poet Aer Reg 


THE folk of Cannock Chase 
are fortunate to have in their 
midst a poet of rare talent - 
Reg Fullelove BEM, of Heath 
Hayes. 

Reg, known as ‘Aer Reg’ is a man 
who is infused with a passion for his 
place and his people and by a belief that 
those yet to come must know of the 
lives led by those gone. 

Reg’s rare talent is that he is able to 
pass on history through moving, evoca¬ 
tive and sensitive poems that capture 
imaginations and empower young and 
old alike to see, touch, smell, taste and 
hear the past. 

Exciting 

And wonderfully, this ability to 
arouse the physical senses is matched 
by that of exciting the feelings of mind, 
soul and heart. 

For many years Reg, with his late 
wife Brenda, also gave talks to societies 
of all kinds and visited schools. Indeed

these visits were much more than talks 
for they embraced poetry and small 
exhibitions. 

A delver of distinction, Reg would 
bring with him prized possessions and 
memorabilia of days gone by, especially 
to enthuse young people with an inter¬ 
est and understanding of what had 
been before. 

This reaching out to the past for the 
sake of both the present and the future 
began back in the mid-1970s when 
Christopher Phipps was covering the 
Black Country area for what was then 
BBC Birmingham from 1974-80. 

During this period Christopher 
carried out many interviews that are 
now of importance historically, while 
he also produced and presented 


‘Wulfrun Echo’ for the station and 
made documentaries. Reg was an early 
contributor to ‘Wulfrun Echo’ and con¬ 
tinued to feature until it ended. 

It was then that Reg Fullelove took 
the writing name of ‘Aer Reg’.It was 
fitting that he did so for from that day 
onwards he belonged to Cannock and 
its folk, as indeed he does to the wider 
West Midlands. 

He is no longer going out and about 
with his talks, yet Aer Reg still reaches 
out to us through his words and senti¬ 
ments. Some of his poems have been 
collected in a book called Three Pounds 
of Sugar. 

As Reg said: “So many times I’ve 
heard those words ‘when I was little’ 
and so I decided to create that world in 
book form”. 

Others have been gathered by his 
grand-daughter, who is a lecturer, into 
a booklet just for the family. It is called: 
30 Years of Aer Reg. The Stuff You’ve 
Loved.

Marque continues to 
drive ahead on sales 


KIA’S April performance 
couldn’t quite match the 
record rainfall the country 
endured but the brand contin¬ 
ued its remarkable 2012 per¬ 
formance delivering 5,120 
new vehicles to customers 
during the month. 

Although that figure was down by 
just over 100 units compared to the 
company’s record April at the height of 
scrappage in 2010, the market share in 
April rose to 3.6 per cent - continuing 
a dramatic growth rate so far this year. 
Total sales so far in 2012 reached 
22,331, up from 18,311 in 2011. 

And importantly for Kia’s enormous 
investment in its Slovakian production 


facility, European-sourced vehicles in 
the year so far reached a new record 
proportion of 48.6 per cent of all Kia’s 
sold in the UK. 

This performance is an interesting 
facet to Kia’s growth in the UK. Since 
the first cee’d models rolled out of the 
Zilina factory for delivery to the UK in 
2007, the importance of EU-sourced 
vehicles has steadily grown. 

In that first year of 2007 European 
vehicles represented almost 23 per 
cent of Kia’s sales in the UK. By the 
end of last year that proportion had 
risen to slightly over 46 per cent. 
Already this year European-built vehi¬ 
cles represent 48.6 per cent of Kia sales 
in the UK - and in April itself the pro¬ 
portion was even higher at 53.7 per 
cent. Michael Cole, managing director 


of Kia Motors (UK) Limited said: 
“Although the UK economy is not yet 
out of the woods, there are signs that 
growth may come back slowly, but 
steadily. Retail sales are holding up 
strongly and business sales are also 
showing improvement. 

“For Kia, our European-built 
product is continuing to prove remark¬ 
ably successful with existing cee’d, 
Venga and Sportage all playing their 
parts. When the all-new cee’d arrives 
in June we expect the performance of 
our European-built models to go still 
higher. 

It clearly demonstrates that if you 
are building attractive, quality new 
cars at a fair price there are customers 
willing to support you,” he added.

ITrue icon 
of British 
motoring 


IT’S NOT every day that you can get up close 
and personal with the world’s oldest Range 
Rover, a pre-production Prototype 100/6, 
named for its lOOin wheelbase and order of 
build, that represents the genesis of an icon 
spanning decades. 

Having had little but a mid-1990s tidy-up since crossing 
the Sahara Desert twice 40 years ago, it’s looking and 
feeling a little tired these days, but it was still seen for sale 
at the start of the year for just under £78,000. You can get a 
new one for less than that. 

Some of the special guests invited to an event by Land 
Rover had history with the car, such as Mike Foster who 
hadn’t seen 100/6 since he said goodbye to it in 1969. 

Foster was Sahara Desert operations manager for adven¬ 
ture expedition company Minitrek Expeditions, and is a 
veteran of 40 Sahara missions having led 36 of them 
himself. 

Back in 1969 he was tasked with a hush-hush assignment 
by British Leyland and Rover to desert-test two of its 
newest (and apparently top secret) vehicles, accompanied 
by a team from Rover itself. 

It was disguised with the name “VELAR” to try to throw 
journalists off the scent of what it was really going to be, but 
nonetheless the Japanese were there and watching when 
Prototype 100/6 and its slightly older brother Prototype 
100/5 arrived in North Africa. 

Number 100/5 was later deliberately destroyed as part of 
crash-testing at Rover’s facilities in the Midlands, leaving 
this one as the oldest survivor. 

Foster told me more about the prototypes’ early days. 

“The two Range Rovers were flown from Southend to 
Algiers where the planes refuelled and then down to El 
Golea; down into the Sahara Desert in Algeria,” he begins. 

“We set off in secrecy and bombed down into Tamanras- 
set and the central Sahara, and then down into Niger; a 
3,500-mile expedition which gave them a really good desert 
testing.’’Naturally, we’re talking about the late 1960s and a 
British Leyland company so it wasn’t all smooth sailing.

“A few snags occurred,” says Foster, “but not many. When 
we went over large bumps the rear hatchback would fly 
open. Nothing major.” 

“The first real problem was when we were about halfway 
around the 3,500-mile expedition. 

“This red one here was in softish sand and our driver, the 
head of the Rover team, pulled away in two-wheel-drive and 
the rear axle support plate came half adrift. 

“We were about 100 miles into the desert with about 300 
to go until our next stopover,” he adds. 

“There was a Touareg guide with me who knew a smooth 
route ahead and we decided to go on. 

“When we got to Dirkou there happened to be a French 
officer on secondment to the Niger army who was a welder. 

“He welded both Range Rovers’ rear axle support plates - 
he just took the axles off and welded them. That was prob¬ 
ably the most noticeable problem we encountered,” says 
Foster. 

Prototype 100/6 is an almost living reminder of a time 
when adventure was real adventure. Long before satnav, 
GPS technology or satellite phones, this humble, untested 
red box made it across the Sahara and back. 

The fact that the production Range Rover’s basic shape 
stayed the same until 1995, within living memory for most 
of us, means that the history attached to 100/6 feels much 
more tangible than that of, say, a perfectly preserved Ford 
Model T. It’s a special reminder that Britain - although it’s 
sometimes held together with impromptu welding and lots 
of gaffer tape - has always punched above its weight in the 
world. 

If the ultimately rubbish British Leyland-owned Rover 
could build Prototype 100/6, I’m not surprised at all that 
today’s slick, efficient Land Rover is building such all-con¬ 
quering off-roaders. It’s one British motoring institution 
that the Japanese never quite got the better of.
